Columbia Crops 
Show Improvement 


Bloomsburg.—Decided improvement 
in the crops of Columbia county in 
recent years is shown in a compari­ 
son made by the County Extension 
Association. 
The potato yield of 125 
bushels to the acre compares with a 
state average of 118 bushels, while 
in 1910 the state avcerage was 82.9 
bushels and the county average only 
68.2 bushels. 
Com production has increased one 
bushel to 34 bushels to the acre on 
an average in tne county, while the 
state average is 36, also an increase of 
one. Wheat production in the county 
has increased from an average of 14.4 
to 17.1 bushels to the acte since 1900 
while the state average has increased 
from 13.6 bushels to 16.5 bushels in 
the same tim*.

Dr. Elton Mayo Declares This Is 
Better Means of Cooling 
Radicals Than Speeches. 
Conception 


Philadelphia.—Intelligent 
medical 
supervision of industrial workers will 
go further toward settling labor dis­ 
putes, cooling the radicals and lessen­ 
ing the turnover of labor than “all 
the Americanization talks 
in 
the 
world,” in the opinion of Dr. Elton 
Mayo, research associate in the de­ 
partm ent of industrial research of the 


j University of Pennsylvania. 
Dr. Mayo emphasized his belief in 
! the close relation between industrial 
dissatisfaction and physical fatigue 
in an address before the Philadelphia 
Tuberculosis Conference. 
“The industrial need,” he said, “is 
not so much for a physician in attend­ 
ance to treat active illness, as it is 
for a capable, sympathetic and under­ 
standing medical man to go right into 
the factory while work is going full 
blast and observe the conditions of 
work and the reaction of the em- 
j ployes.” 
This observation, 
Dr. Mayo ex­ 
plained, should be supplemented by 
laboratory 
tests and examinations. 
He declared that much harm had been 
done the cause of industrial medical 
treatment by the part-time, disinter­ 
ested physicians employed in some 
establishments. 
Dr. Henry Field Smyth, professor 
of industrial hygiene at the University 
of Pennsylvania, said there was a 
vital need for industrial medical at­ 
tention and urged that a widespread 
educational 
campaign be waged to 
“wake up” public officials and the 
public to the importance of investi­ 
gating the circumstances under which 
industrial workers spend their days 
and the biological reaction to their 
work.
